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THE OAMPAIGN IN NEW HAMPSHIRE
~GENERAL GRANT BEFORE THE
PEOYLE.

From the N, Y. Hevald,

The political campnign this year in New
Hampehire (whioh on the 8th of March ter-
minates in the annual Btate election)is be-
coming remuarkably interesting. Thongh the
voters of that Siate are nearly equally divided
betweon the Republionns and the Demoorats,
the former, in every deliberate trinl of
strength, have oarried overything before
them, In the spring of 1868 the Demoorats
moved heaven and earth and the waters
under the earth in the New Hampshire con-
test in order to secure the first gum of the
Prosidential campnign against General Grant;
but they signally failed, and their failure was
ganerally accopted as foreshadowing the elac-
tion of Grant in November. 8o now both
parties regard the result of the opening alao-
tion in New Hampshire, tlmu;i)h purely local,
n8 something that will probably foreshadow
the poneral drift of this year's elections,
whlok are lo determine—in the House of
Ropresentatives, at loast—the dominant party
in the next Congress,

In » square fight between the Republicans
and Democrats in New Hampshire there
would be little interest, becanse the result
would be accepted on all gides as a foregone
conclusion, But with the introduction of the
disturbing forces of tho temperance party and
the labor reform party, each with a State
tickat of its own, the sucocess of the Republi-
cins is considered doubtful. The temperance

arty in the granite hills is a very feable one-
gom congern; but the labor reform party,
though a new thing, is, they say, a dangerons
organization, and claims already the balance
of power. Both these side parties, the Re-
pu&(i)ms contend, are mere bushwhackers
employed by the Demoocrats to break the Re-
publioan line; and the Democrats themselves
acoept these temperanocs and labor reformers
a8 desirable allies who may turn the tide of
the battle. A Copperhead organ says:—‘‘It
is evident that the recruits for these new fac-
tions must come from the Republican ranks,"”
beoanse “Democrata are well enough satis-
fied with their own party, and do not require
to look for morality and sympathy for labor
outside of it.”

Henoe there is some alarm in the Republi-
ocan oamp, because if this labor reform party
shall succeed in gaining the balance of power
in this New Hampshire election it will proba-
bly be felt as a balance of power in the eleo-
tions of this year in all the Northern States.
This is, perhaps, the reason why General
Grant §who is particularly proud of New
Hampshire) has so promptly up there thrown
the weight of his MF ministration into the Re-

ublican scale. It is a curions fact that Mr,
Jawes, of Masanchusetts, whose recent spesch
in Congress on the extravaganoce of Grant's
administration so delighted the Democracy,
should be the very mun accepted by the Pre.
gidont to set him right befora the people of
the Granite State. But so it is, and with the
initial campaign speech of Mr. Dawes at
Nashua three important facta are proclaimed
or made apparent. First, that General Grant
ia the hamf of the Republican party; second,
that in this position he is a candidate for a
gecond term; and third, that in this New
Hampshire campaign Mr. Dawes speaks by
direct suthority of the President, in behalf of
his administration, as the official embodiment
of his party.

Mr. Dawes in his speech al Nashua (Satur-
day evening last) said:—"‘1 was charged yes-
terday afternoon by the President himself
with this message to the people of New
Hampshire, when I told him that I was
coming here, He told mo to assure the

ple of New Hampshire that this exhibit I
E::e made here of the successful collection
and the economical expenditure of monoy
during the present year is an earnest and a

ledge of what it shall be in the year to come.

1l the people of New Hampshire that
during my sdministration there shall be no
noonsl.ng soale of public expenditures; but
that whenever and wherever the closest public
sorutiny shall disolose the possibility of cut-
ting off a dollar, it shall be done.” Of
oourso these authoritative declarations
brought down the house in repeated out-
bursts of enthusiasm, as likewise did the
announcements that ‘“‘General Grant ia the
head of the Republican party,” and, ‘‘thank
God, he can criticise it;” that ‘‘a party that
oan probe and uncover its sores (those cadet-

) can grow strong and healthy by self-
probing.” Nor was the cheerful spirit of the
meeting abated with the guestion, *‘Did you
evep find the Democratio party in pursuit of
any corruption within its own ranks except to
fatten on it?" And Mr. Dawes made a hit
each time in his remarks that ‘‘the Demo-
cratio party is the same that it was twenty
years ago,” that “‘it seams to take no note of
passing events,” that ‘it is still haunted by
the negro,” and that it has no new claim
upon the confidence of the people. He for-

t, however, to say that this party, up or

own, hit or miss, is always ready for battle.

To sum up:—General Grant, as the head
and front of the Republican party, has put
the claims of his administration befors the

ple of New Hampshire. Upon this issue,

a fair contest with the Demooracy, the
result would not be doubtful; but this new
organization ealled the Labor Reform party
(to say mnothing of the Temperance party)
may prove a very important side issne diver-
sion. If so in New Hampshire, we may look
for mimilar resnlta in other States, and any
extensive derangement of Republican ealon-
Iations frem such causes in this year's elec-
tions will be apt to npset all the caloulations
of party leaders and managers, as they now
stand, for the Presidential snocession. Buch,
incidentally, is the importance of the present
political contest in Xew Hampshire.

which the party wmust soon pass, neither it
chieftains nor its rank end file will pay the
slightest ragard to the opinions or the aspira-
tions of General Grant, and the inevitable
result must be that, while he will not have

sufficient er to keep the party together,
bhoe will exhibit just enough to rend 'it
asund

or. -

But it does not necessarily follow that
those who leave the Republican ranks will
{101:1 the Democratic party. Distingunished

epublicans hawe from time to time within
the last six years gone over to the Demo-
orats—such men a8 Benators Cowan, Nor-

ton, Doolittle, and Dizon—but they took
nontcely & bodyguard with them; an v_rhy?
Evidently beosuse thoy left the Republicans
rather from porsonal motives than to pro.
motle oardinn., principles; beoaude they de-
serted their colors before the groat oampaign
in which they had enlisted was finished;
and because the Demooratio plrtty did not
hold out very strong inducomenta for active
Republicans to join it. Bome of its most
worthy and high-minded loaders were timid,
and dared not utter their patriotio thoughts;
some of its most conspicuons champions had
no words of dennnociation for armed traitors,
but bristled all over with sharp oriticiams of
the means used to orush the Rebellion; and
too many of its most influential managors
were notorious corruptionists, who, in leagus
with rotten Republicans, were growing rioh
by prostituting Damocratio victories to the
promotion u.(ﬂ schemes of plunder; while
some of its weightiest advisers were mere
fossils of the old Federal apoch, as much ount
of place in a progressive &nrty as would be
the Cardiff giant in the Wall Strest Stook
En‘hanro.
The Republican party may go to plooes,
and is certain, now that its mission is com-

leted, to loso a large body of its ablest and
rest members, eapecially its aspiring yonng
men, upon whose limba party uhuok'ion hang
loosely, and its doctrinaires, who are genuine
Demoornts of the advanced school. Bat if
the Democratic party hopes to atiract such
Republicans to its ranks, it must institnte a
thorongh reform in the measures it is to pro-
mote, and the men who are to manage ils
affairs.

The conflicts of the past fifteen yeara have
made this olass of Republicans not only
courageous, but eminently practical. They
know when to begin, and they know whers to
stop. Batisfied that the canse in which they
enlisted in 1855 has triumphed, they will not
re-onlist for the purpose of fighting the

ound over again with blank cartridges; and
ﬁ‘;ey certainly will not join the Democratic

arty for the sake of wailing over the battles
it hns lost. Accustomed to do their own
thinking, to atter their convictions freely,
and to carry them to logical conclusions
without fear, they do not cower before
sonorous names, though chisslled on mona-
mental brass, nor do they believe that the
march of constitutional improvement must
stop at the graves of the departed suthors of
the Hederalist,

Very likely the present leaders of the
Democracy in New York and the two or three
adjoining States may not covet an alliance
with the disintegrating elements of the He-
publican party. True; they might infuse into
it some fresh blood, give it several new ideas,
and teach it how to gain national vietories—a
novelty which the Democracy have not en-
joyed since Buchanan, with the aid of Fill-
more, succeeded in beating Fremont by a
minority of the peopls, Bat very possibly
some of the fossilized Demoocratic chiefs in
the BStates we have named think thal
Republicans have been trained in a bad
school, the school of rapid progress, radi-
cal reform, groat oivil convulsions, aud
severs straing upon the Constitution,
Their reactionary leaders have been wont
to regard Lincoln as a usarper, who
crushed the Rebellion by violating the Con-
stitution; and Beward as a tyrant, who
haled men to prison at the stroke of his little
bell; and Stanton as the embodiment of all
that is crafty in politics and erael in adminis-
tration, who, as War Minister, wielded vast
armies to oppress the ruling classesof the
South, cang{:t, in a moment of hallucionation,
with treasonable arms in their hands. Those
discomfited theorists may think, too, that
men who have acted prominent parts in an
organization crowned with many victories,
may nol take kindly to inferior roles in a
party prostrated by a long series of defeats.

W’e'-ll, for the argument’s sake, let us admit
all this; and then it perhaps may logically
follow that Republicans, trained in such a
bold, vigorous, progressive school, and who
have borne conspicuous parts in the colossal
events of the past fifteen years, solving some
of the most diffionlt problems which have
agitated the political world sinea the era of
Oromwell, and waging one of the greatest
wars and winning one of the grandest tri-
umphs in history—we say it may well be that
such men, though they may leave the Repub-
lican party, will not be attracted to the De-
mooracy. Certainly they will not if it is bent
upon fighting the reconstruction econtrover-
sies over again, allows its polioy in Congressa
to be dictated by garrulous fools like Davis
and Sanlsbury, and in the foremost city and
State of the Union prefers to be ruled by a
knot of shysters and strikers, who are dis-
tinguished for nothing except skill in atuf-
fing Dballot-boxes wi fraudulent voles,
and lﬁlliug their pockets by plundering the

eople,

g If the Democrats embrace this auspicions
hour to reform their party and bring in allies
who will more than make up for the expurga-
tion of reactionary and venal members, they
will save the country from a repetition of the
political distractions that marked the Monroe
epoch, when four candidates ran for the Pre-
sidency. Lot the reform Democrats perse-
vere, and they will surely resous the name of
Democracy from being the synonyme of
defeat, or, whenover victorions in its strong-
hold, from being a mere cover for frand and
oor:aption. At the same time they will save
the country from being distracted by the
wrangles of three or four, or it may be half a
dozen, sectional parties or personal factions,

THE HISTORY OF BLACK FRIDAY.

The story of the ecombination which at-
tempted to foree gold to 100 preminm last
September cannot be told in & brief space.
The Oongressional committee which was np-
pointed to inqnire into the circumstances
took evidenoe enough to fill more than pne
entire copy of this jonrnal, We bave endes-
vored to lay all the substantive facts before
our readers without an nnreasonable demund
npon their time and paticnoe; and the report
orl.he eommittes itsolf will complats the his-
tory of a transaction destined to be long re-
membered in commercial annals,

What is the genaral conclusion to be drawn
from the narrative we are enabled to predent
to-day ? That, happily, Inli be stated within
a very small compass, 1In the firat place, it is
quite clear that there never was the smallest
excuse for the shameful slanders ciroulated
by an unprineipled clique upon President
Grant. It is impossible to forget what was
said just after tho panie, In certain quartera
the President was openly accused of having
taken an active part in the gold specnlations,
A lotter wus forged in the name of his wife,
and published 'as proof of the FPresident's
complicity in' the plot. We denouncad it as
a forgery at the time, but the professional
concoctors of soandals are  not  afraid
of ‘the truth—they instantly flew fo
their ‘‘dirty work again." The Presi-
dent's resnl” offense—the ocause which
prompted these nttacks—was twofold: he had
always tried to do his duty to his conntry
faithfully, and he had refused offices to cor-
tain persons whom he desmed unworthy to
hold them. Therefore his character was ma-

ligned, and even his wife was not permitiad
to go unscathed, What home, indeed, what
min's charaoter, what woman's, is #afe in
these daya? The liconne of journalism is nok
always bounded by considerations of justios
or rrupriety: it npares nobody, young or old,
and is even made the foundstion of a sort of
terrorism, which honest men ought either tg
rosist or troat with contempt. The Presidant
adoptad the latter course. Fe lel the calums
niators go on ubroproved so  far as
he was concerned. The investigation jusl
concluded was made solely on publie gronnds
—not in defenso of the President. Incidents
ally, however, it doos exonerate him, and Jot
us add, #inoe the subject has been 40 much
disonssed, it was proved that Mra, Grand
never wrote any such lettar as that which was
attributed to her. It must be painfal to her
asenilanta to seo the prey they had marked
down rescued from their elutchies. But they
will soon find another victim, and it ocoste
them nothing to produce a fresh series of
fabrications,

Who, then, were the real authors of a panice
which sent gold to a higher point than it is
ever likely to rench again? Where the sug.
gestion first came from isstill :{nn to ques-
tion. This we know—General Butterfield
speculated in gold; so did Mr, Corbin. Both
tried to get information which would be use-
ful to them in their operations. As for Mn
COorbin, he appears to be too much brokea
down to tell us very much about the affair.
He is weak, old, nervous, and unhappy—such,
at least, is his own acconnt of himself, He
does not seem to have been the sort of man
at any time to have bad much influonce on
the President, who is cast in a totally different
mould. Bide by side with Mr, Corbin two
other figures take up 8 prominent position in
the foreground, Woe should be glad to avoid
mentioning their names, especially as one of
them, at least, is of a pecnliarly diffident dis-
position. We are compelled, however, to re-
cord that the famous Mr. James Fisk, Jr.,
and Mr, Jay Gould bad a good deal to do
with the events of the 24th of SBeptember,

Mr, Fisk's gonial version of the affair we
published on a former ocoasion. He is &
eomic historinn, and seems even to have
found time to cultivate the Mnses at some
period or other of his life. Mr. Gould, on
the other hand, seems to be of a reflective
turn, and is, apparently, a man who takes
his very pleasures sadly. We get a vivid in-
sight into the characters of both men in an
ncoonnt given by Mr. Corbin of the events
which happened immediately after the panie.
Some of our readers will remember t on
Friday night the great question was, ‘*Whezte
is Fisk 7" People hunted for him high and
luw, and some vowed that their intentions
towards him were not of the most friendly
deseription, The supplementary Stock Ex-
change in Fifth avenne was orowded with
excited persons who longed to see Mr, Fidk
in the flesh. DBut he was in one of his
modest fits at that moment. Perhaps he had
gone, to use his own postical metaphor,
‘‘where the woodbine twineth.' He hdd
been seon to leave ‘‘the street” in congenial
society. After that he vanished into space.
Mr. Corbin now lifts the veil from the myk-
tery. It seems that on that memorable even-
ing three wna a stormy meeting. Fisk gried
out for vengeance on DButterfield, and then
threatened poor nervous Mr. Corbin until
the lutter actuaslly promised to ge to Wash-
ington and see what he counld do with the
President. The unfortunate dupe eame back
us he went—a dupe with dupes; for there
can be little doubt that Fisk really believed
that Corbin possessed strong power with the
Government, In this instance his sagacity
was at fault, and he will be ashamed of that
exposure, Some other poiuts in his character
he can bear to hear criticized; but for any
one to sny that he is not “smart,” is to
wound him in his tenderest feelings. Yot
what are wo to think of & man whom even
Mr. Corbin was able to imposs apon ?

Mr, Gould is not gifted with the fortitude
of his aswociate. Some one asked after him
on the night of the panic. ‘“‘He sunk right
down," said Fisk; ‘‘there is mnothing left of
him but a beap of olothes and a pair of
eyes." The crisis was, in truth, rather nlarm-
ing, and Mr, Fisk himself might have been
pardoned if he had broken sown under it,
But there he stood, dancing and fiddling
amid the ruing. Mr. Gould told the commit-
tee that he was astounded when gold went up
rapidly. He also said:—*‘I have never kept a
book in my life.” We need not commend
this practice to the notice of commercial
firms in general. Mr, Gould did, however,
gsee the President onea or twice, and tried to

sot information from him which would pay
etter than keeping books. Mr. Corbin seems
to have helped him in this design—like the
Indy's mmd in the povels who admits the
aspiring lover by the back door. Mr, Gould's
memory, like Mr, Oorbin's, is none of the
best, and consequently he tells us very little,
sud takesnp a great deal of spaoce to tell that
little in,

The whole story comes to this: Mr. Boul-
well undoubtedly acted, as he believed, in
the intercsts of the publie. Mesars, Fisk and
Gionld thonght they were going to make a
fortnne by sending np the price of gold, and
ihey believed that Mr. Corbin would further
their schemes. They also tried to get General
Putterfield on their side, an< it must be
owned that he does nol come out of the affair
with perfectly clean hands.  Fisk and his as-
socintes did not find the plot work well, but
Mr. Gould modestly declined to say how muoh
they made out of it on the whole. Finally,
the President, and one or two others who
were soandalonsly traduced at tho time, are
phown to have aoted throughout with the
Lighest integrity. The report of the commit-
tfee will probably bring that faot out very
clearly. The investigation will thus prevent
a wicked slander from passing into history,
snd we may be $1m1 on that aceount it was
ordered. Mr, Fisk and all his dear friends
we must loave to the judgment of the publioc.

RESULTS THUS FAR.

Last full, under the lead of Bamuel J. Til-
den, the cheese-press and hay-mow Domoo-

resture to New York her right of self-govern-
went, This wis contrary to the wishes as
well a8 the expectations of the ring, which
founded its best hopes of & continuanos of
ring and radieal power and plunder in the
city upon a dividec l,agiulamro, which should
wake 1t impossible for the Democracy to fulfil
their pledge,

Thut was result No, 2, A Legialature, Demo-
erptic in both branches, pledged to restore
golf-government in New York 01!.{.

I'his victory was the death-knell to the ring

-and radioal combination whish has kept New

York oity under the control of the worst
men in the Demooratio party, and the Htate
under the control of the worst men in the
Republioan party. The ring plotted to be
the sole heirs of the moribund ring and
radical dynaaty. They prepared a city chartor
and an elestion law. Frear's charlar pnr.
ported, indeed, to transfar all maonicipal
powers to the hands of th: people of thik
city. DBut Hitohman's electio. law, giving to
the suporvisors the appointment of half the
inspoectors and canvassers, was & contrivance
to make sure of the ring's sncoession, befors
ever the peopls could grasp and mtwdgin
their recovered rights and powers; while
Frear's oharter was so cunningly framed ns
to nssure the continuance of the ring in that
usurpation. The plot was well contrived.
It boars every ear-mark of the mnster-brain
of the ring,. The World then deolared war
upon the ring, exposed this plot and do-
feated it.

That is result No, 3. Frear's charter is dead.
Hitohman's election law is dead. No human
being will attempt to revive them. The ring
will not aucoeed to the assets and the powers
of the ring and radical combination, The
Demoorata of the Legislature, in transferring
to New York city her right and title to self-

overnment, will not lodge the title-deeds in
the hands of the ring, though it still remains
to devise and Rurfoat the legislation by whioch
the city shall deliver to new officers all these
its new powers.

The ring's control of the administration of
imum fs one of the greatest of its wronga
nflicted npon the people. Despite the most
strenuous efforts of the ring, the New York
anti.ring Senators have carried through the
Legislature an act reorganizing the Court of
Special Sessions,

That is resnlt No. 4. The ring no longer
perverts the ndministration of oriminal jus-
tice to its sordid and selfish purposes.

This week we look to see passed the bill
presented last week by Benator Norton, re-
guding the city and county governmonts,
which deprives the ring and all future rings
of power to duplicate offices and officers, sala-
ries and expenditures, jobs, appropriations,
and awindles of high and low degree.

This week, also, wo hope to see perfocted
and passed the bill committing to the people
the election of the inspeoctors and canvassers
of election. That will be a fatal blow to the
ring, and we believe there is no doubt that it
will be administered.

DEATH ON THE RAIL.

The recklessness with which American rail-
roads are managed has been again proven at
a frightful cost of hnman life. The disaster
near Oxford, Mississippi, aeems to have been
due in an unusual degree to that eriminal ab.
sence of ordinary precaution which has sent
so many travellers to untimely graves. This
train, being behind time, dashed at a high
rate of speed upon ‘‘Buckner's Trestle,” a
structure spanning a ravine 40 feet in depth.
The ealamity, we are told, was caused by the
“unsound condition of the trestle timbers,
which permitted the rail to slip out of place
and thus switch off the oars,” which crushed
through the frail framework into the abyss
belew. Twenty-one human beings killed ont-
right, and scores of others mangled and
maimed, were the result of the atrocious
carelessness that permitted a heavy train to
rush at full speed upon a trestle that must
have been known to be rotten and unsafe.

‘Wo have had a surfeit of these horrors, and
it is time Congress made them i npossibleby a
strict supervision of railroad construction
and mansgement. T'restles are the make-
shifts of an economy that leads to murder,
and the companies should be made to replace
them with iron bridges or stone arches,
Tracks are left open to the intrusion of
vagrant animalg; traing rush at hazardous
speed along the edge of a precipice where
there is not even so much s a aoll.nla to save
passengers from a horrible death should the
cars be thrown from the rail on acoount of
the flimsy character of the road-bed.
The law should require these dangerous
places to be protected by substantial walls,
and compel tracks to be properly ballasted.
A faulty mil or a decayed cross-tie is liable at
any moment to lead to death. The supervi-
sion of anthority must go further than the
construction of roads to be entirely effective.
The foolbardiness of our railroad manage-
ment is notorious, and was never more sig-
pally shown than in this Oxford disaster.
Had the engineer decreased his speed, it is
probable the train would have passed over
the trestle safely. Experience shows that
railroad companies cannot make or enforce
rules necessary to our safety, and demands
that the law lay down some obvious general
rules to make travel by rail less deadly.

Safety in railroad transit is not that unat-
tainable thing the Amerioan people have been
led to believe, but can be secured by a suffi-
cient nse of money and sense. Con has
ﬁrmly decreased the perils of travel on water

y the rigid steamboat law, and is equally
competent to do the country the same ser-
vice in regard to transit by land. The statu-
tory provisions in some of the States have
greally diminished the risks of travelling, but
itis in the power of Congress to mnke a
genernl law, 80 that we may not puss out of
one Btate to be mangled in another, Let this
be done and we ghall huve to record very few
of those ocourrences which, by a singular
misapprebension of the meaning of words, are
called *“‘railroad accidents.”
